army bombers against enemy bases 
In the Philippines. 


American-Filipino defenders of 
Corregldor are still putting up fiery 
resistance, a war department bul- 
letin said today. 
The communique reported that 
Corregldor'a big guns blasted Jap- 
anese troop 
concentrations 
and 
truck columns on nearby Bataan 
Peninsula, Inflicting numerous cas- 
ualties, and blew up enemy ammu- 
nition dumps. 


The war department said fierce 
fighting also continued on Cebu 
Island, In the Central Philippines, 
250 miles south of Manila, where 
12,000 
tank-supported 
Japanese 
troops landed last week. 


Corregidor was raided five tlmei 
yesterday, 
but American-Filipino 
anti-aircraft guners kept the Japa- 
nese planes so high that 
their 
bombing' was ineffective. 
Enemy 
batteries also shelled the Island 
intermittently. 
The war department said Japa- 
nese planes had raided Corregidor 
sixty-five times since April 0, the 
day Bataan Peninsula fell to over- 
whelming Japanese forces 
after 
three months of bloody fighting. 
"Despite the constant bombing, 


i the damage to military installations 
has been relatively slight,'" the 
communique qaid, "and the morale 
of the troops Is unimpaired." 


Commentlng\on the two-day at- 
tack by American bombers ori'.en- 
baaes in the Philippines, 
Lieut. 


Col. J. H. Davles, who led one of 
the groups, declared: 
"We smacked hell out of 'em." 
Moreover, high allied 
officials 


confidently declared that the at- 
tack was only a foretaste of more 
and heavier blows in store for Ja- 
pan's invasion armies. 


"In this magnificent exploit, we 
gee the tide of war turning .against 
Japan," said 
Australia's 
Supply 
Minister John A. Beasley. 
"This attack is the first drive... 
In time It will be followed by vast 
air fleets." 
Airmen Lash Out Anew. 
While 
the 
invasion-threatened 
"down under" continent'celebrated 
the safe return of twelve of the 
thirteen big U. S. Bombers which 
engaged in the foray, Australian 
airmen lashed out anew at the Jap- 
anese base of Koepang, on Dutch 
Timor Island, before dawn today. 


Prime Minister John Curtln an- 
nounced that high explosives and 


' incendiaries were rained on an air- 
drome.

Meanwhile, a Tokyo broadcast 
asserted that Japanese warplanes 
which attacked Corregidor Island 
fortress, in Manilla Bay, encounter- 
ed "markedly 
feeble" resistance 


.from guns of the bomb-battered 
citadel. 


Significantly, the broadcast said 
the attack was carried out in "a 
driving squall." 


In this connection, Lieut. Gen. 
Jonathan M. Walnwright's defend- 
ers on Corregidor expect the ap- 
proaching rainy season to hamper 
Japanese

attacks, al- 
though it may screen attempted 
lea-borne landing operations.

Hewlett, whose home is In Po- 


catello, Idaho, was brought out with 
24 army officers and others by 
the bomber force of Brig. Gen. 
Ralph Royce after a powerful at- 
tack upon Japanese bases at the 
beginning of this week. 
The most amazed persons at the 
airport when Brig. Gen. Ralph 
Royce's bombers 
landed 
some- 


where in Australia were Lieut Col. 
Chi Wang, Chinese lalsion officer 
on Bataan, and Maj. Gen. Rush B. 
Lincoln, who met the party at the 
air field. 
The Chinese 
officer 
for 
four 
years was a West Point roommate 
of the General's son, Rush B. Lin- 
coln, Jr., who is now a major in 
the United States army. 
General Lincoln said . "I didn't 


ever expect to uee you here" 
"I didn't know I was coming," 


the lieutenant colonel replied. 
Another newspaper man in the 


bomber party was Nat Floyd of 
Sherman, Tex,, a representative of 
the Manila Bulletin and New York 
Times, who left Corregidor early 
in March. 
Floyd had since been In the In- 
ner Philippine Islands. He hitch- 
hiked from one island to another 
on the same torpedoboat which 
took high officials from the Ma- 
nila Bay fortress. 
Schedler was 
the 
Asosclated 
Press representative on Bataan for 
about a month before the Japanese 
won the peninsula.' He Is 28 years 
old. 
He went to Manila in 1935 af- 


ter attending Oklahoma A, and M.

MacArthur's great aerial 
coup 
•gainst the four Philippine bases 
was in a manner of speaking a 
token raid, for one of its chief pur- 
poses surely was to place the gen- 
eral's seal on his pledge to take the 
offensive against the enemy. 
That purpose has been so bril- 
liantly achieved that the resultant 
lift to allied morale rather pushes 
the material damage into the back- 
ground. The thing which matters 
Is that the commander-ln-chlcf has 
spread his wings of victory and 
daringly 
spanned 
a 
2,000-mile 
stretch of ocean to strike a mighty 
blow, thereby creating a record for 
such a major, long-range operation 
in the battle of the Pacific. 


Uncle Sam's chin is a bit higher 
today, and his step a little more 
jaunty. 
Let the reader consult 


his own outlook. Don't you feel the 
uplift? 
Sure you do. 
Exhibition of Strategy. 
MacArthur has demonstrated by 
a dangerous, but beautifully execu- 


, ted operation that America def- 
initely Is swinging into action after 
many disconcerting set-backs. He 
has given us an exhibition of the 
strategy upon whicb we are likely 


to depend, or 10 I believe, to crush 
the Japanese—war from the air 
with a vast navy of matchless fly- 
ing fortresses and fighters. 


The C-IN-C has proved again that 


the Yankee airman is absolute tops 
as a fighter, and that American 
warplanes are worthy 
of

grand men. 
He has shown how, 
even in these early stages of the

Number of Texans 


Have Lost Lives 
In Far East Area

HEADQUARTERS IN AUS-

Brig. Gen. Ralph Royce, vol- 
unteer leader of the bomb- 
ing squadron which deliver- 
ed the United States' first 
long distance smash in the 
Philippines, disclosed today that 
the raiders used a base hidden in 
the islands, protected by fighter 
planes, and provisioned it for fu- 
ture use. 


Twelve planes of the 
thirteen 
which for two days wrought de- 
struction and dismay among the 
enemy at the start of the week fer- 
ried forty-four passengers on their 
return trip to Australia—ten crew- 
men from a fortress bomber lost 
on the foray and thirty-four army 
men and civilians 
from Bataan, 
Corregidor and other island points. 
Most ot the evacuees were air- 


men, indicating that while, the Am- 
ericans still have fighting planes 
In the islands, as Royce said, they 
have a surfeit of men to fly them. 


Royce said that the morale of 
the men left behind was excellent, 
especially now that 
they 
have 
plenty of food. 
The 
American 
fighter planes cooperated with the 
Australia-based bombers, shooting 
down two Japanese pianos that 
tried to attack the bomber squad- 
ron.The hidden field served the ten 
medium and three fortress bombers

WASHINGTON, April 16.— 
The War Department today an- 
nounced the names of eight Texas 
soldiers who were killed In ac- 
tion or who died of wounds in 
the Far East.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—</P>— 
Senator Downey (D-Calif) 
today 


Introduced a bill that would give 
the President power to seize any 
and all privately-owned automo- 
biles.

any tires for the' 30,000,000 civil- 
ian automobiles for four or five 
years even if we get all the syn- 
thetic rubber hoped for by Jebae 
Jones and others." 


Downey said this lack of tires 
and the halt In car manufacture 
would cause a sharp curtailment 
in 
available 
transportation 
for 
workers, the malls 
and 
other 
necessary services which should 
be anticipated 
now by govern- 
ment action to conserve present 
supplies of cars. 
The senator said he would ask 
that his broad-termed bill be re- 
ferred to tho senate military af- 
fairs committee and would ask 
that 
the 
full 
committee 
begin 
hearings next Wednesday. 
The bill would give the Presi- 
dent autuhuorlty to build up i 
vast stock of automobiles, partii, 
tires and supplier and authorize 
use of a $5,000,000,000 fund 
for 
this purupose. 
Cars and parts might be acquired 


by donation, purchase or requisi- 
tion. 
If the car was token and 
owners were not 
satisfied 
with 
prices offered, they could accept a 
50 per cent payment and appeal

CORREGIDOR'S GUNS 
DLAST JAP TROOPS 
AND TRUCK COLUMNS 


WASHINGTON, April 16.— (VP)— 
The war department reported to- 
day that Corregldor's guns scored 
hits on troop concentrations and 
truck columns on the Philippines' 
Bataan Peninsula, and that enemy 
ammunition dumps were hit and 
blown up. 
Japanese casualties were believed 
to have been numerous, a com- 
munique said. 


Fierce fighting contlned on the 


island of Cebu, more .than 
,700 


miles to the south, where the Japa- 
nese last week landed an Invasion 
force estimated at 12,000, which 
was supported by dive bombers and 
tanks. 


Corregidor was raided five times 
yesterday, the communique said, 
but the defenders' 
anti-aircraft 
artillery forced the Japanese planes 
as on most other occasions to fly 
so high bombing was Ineffective. 


Lieut. Gen. Jonathan M. Wain- 
wrlght, the Philippine commander,

Natlons at war todays,-have more 
than 20,000,000 men under arms. 
The total may even be ,as high 


as 30,000,000, for aUch figures have 
long since become jealousy guard- 
ed military secrets, and In the 
case of some nations tho last avail- 
able military statistics are sever- 
al months old. 


When the war began for 
tho 


United States on December 7, 1941, 
this country had an army of ap- 
proximately 1,600,000 men, with 33 
divisions. 


Of these, 18 were National Guard 
"square" divisions ot approximate- 
ly 20,000 men each, nine were reg- 
ular army "triangular" divisions 
of approximately 15,000 each; two 
were cavalry divisions and four 
were armored divisions, the latter 
containing upwards of 12,000 men. 
The square divisions havo boon 
reduced in size and reorganized 
along the Mines of the regular ar- 
my divisions. 


Since then, the U. S. program 
has been stepped up sharply with 
the idea of an eventual goal of 
3,600,000 men, Including 1,000,000 
in the air forces. Three additional 
armored divisions already 
have 


been organized, and three 
more 


are to be formed in the next few 
months. Moreover, tho army plans 
to activate 32 new Infantry divis- 
ions during 1942, and some of these 
already have been organized.

Conflict Between Democracy and Special 


Privilege Began in Christ's Day—His Biting 
Arraignment of the Pharisees—What Is Real 
Religion?

Like an echo from the far-off 


conflict of Jesus with the aristo- 
crats of Hid time sound the news 
dispatches from every quarter of 
the 
globe, complaining 
of t h e 


failures and inadequacies of the 
ruling class. All governments have 
shifted men In high command; and 
one does not have to be a very 
discerning render of the signs of 
tme time to perceive that there Is 
a 
rising tidnl wave 
of revolt 


agalnat tho group that has every- 
where represented privilege and 
imperialism. 
It is no longer an 


Indiscretion to suggest that 
the 


new world order for which we 
fight will have no room for the 
caste which has made such a mess 
of things. 


There are spiritual tides on tho 


move amongst mankind. Tho most 
apparent of these is the deep surg- 
ing of democracy. Everywhere, 
except openly in the Axis coun- 
tries, there is an upswing toward 
a new recognition of the rights 
and ability of the common man, 
High heads are falling from places 
of power. Discontent with profes- 
sional leaders, who have long look- 
ed upon rule as their right, is 
growing rapidly and openly. 
Our present danger is that it may 


' go too fast or too far, before the 
common people have disciplined 
themselves to the fuller exercise of 
authority. But, obviously, we have 
come to a time when civilization 
may make a millennium's progress 
In a generation. 
Mankind has 


never before 
had 
such 
an op- 
1 portunity as at present exists in 
our newly-unified 
earth. But it 


•will need all the 
resources of 


religion and Intelligence to bring 
this to pass. 
A Gentle Teacher's Sharp Words.

Ho Caught a Real Lion. 


Like the society hostesses who

EVALUATION REPORT 
LOCAL HIGH SCHOOL 
FILEB BY COMMITTEE 


Evaluation of the Corsicana sen- 


ior high school according to new 
standards compiled by the Southern 
Association of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges last week produced a 
number of Interesting results as 
disclosed In the official report of 
tho findings of the evaluating com- 
mittee. 


The report will be submitted at 


a later date to tho board of edu- 
cation as well as the supervising 
authorities representing the South- 
ern 
Association 
of 
Secondary 


Schools. 
The committee evaluating the lo- 


cal system was composed of edu- 
cators from high schools through- 
out this section of the state. Rec- 
ommendations were made accord- 
Ing to the 
"Evaluative Criteria" 


which covers every phase of the 
high school program and Is based 
on 
a survey of over 
200 high 


schools in the United States. 


Best Features Recorded. 


Best features of each of the num- 


erous schools were recorded and 
standards for other schools estab- 
lished accordingly. All schools ap- 
plying 
for 
membership 
In the 


Southern Association of Secondary 
Schools must measure up to these 
new standards while present mem- 
bers must be evaluated within the 
next five years. 
Corsicana high 


school Is among the schools con- 
stituting the latter group and chose 
Its evaluation this year. 


In the general Introduction to the 


detailed report, 
tho 
committee 


pointed out a high degree of con- 
sistency between the evaluations 
of the faculty and the visiting com- 
mittee. 
Guidance, 
health, 
and 


physical education In addition to 
the use of community resources 
were among the lowest items on 
the report. 


Under curriculum and course of 


study employed at the high school, 
It was suggested that the faculty 
study the possibility of need for 
arts and crafts, vocational courses 


and wiser use of some of the pres- 
ent non-academic courses. 


Commenting on the pupil activity 


program, It was disclosed that the 
organization Is average and gener- 
ally satisfactory although several 
suggestions were 
made 
for Im- 


provement. 


Several 
Improvement 
features 


were recommended for the library 
although the librarian was cited 
for a very high rating. The com- 
mittee suggested 
the library be 


used for library purposes only and 
not as study hall. 


Guidance Program. 
, 
Elaborating on the guidance pro- 


gram, the committee was not par- 
ticularly impressed. 
However, It 


was conceded that the staff recog- 
nized Its weakness 
In this area, 


constituting the first step In solv- 
ing the problem. It was pointed 
out that although the school lacks 
a guidance staff, there Is ample evi- 
dence that pupils are receiving a 
great deal of Instruction In this 
field—even If It Is being given In 
an indirect manner. Several sug- 
gestions were then made'as 'to an 
improved program. 
In a general summary 
of the 


above evaluations, the committee 
suggested more emphasis be placed 
on group discussions and Individual 
student needs. Further, the com- 
mittee disclosed that the staff sug- 
gested that It needed more syste- 
matic means of appraisal, more 
concern for 
ultimate 
outcomes, 


wider use of means of appraisal, 
and more opportunity for develop' 
Ing attitudes and appreciations. In 
connection with this tho committee 
suggested that thc/ie problems be 
made a matter of vital concern and 
that current literature on appraisal 
be acquired and thoroughly studied. 


Faculty Commended. 


The faculty was commended for 


the accurate analysis it had made 
of Its situation. 
It was also re- 


ported that good poise, good dress, 
friendly attitude, and gffod man- 
ners were recognized among the 
students. 
In addition 
the staff 


was classified as being adequate, 
well-trained, and experienced. Tho 
tenure was listed as unusually good, 
the classroom work well planned, 
and excellent relationships 
exist- 
ing between teachers and pupils. 


The report on the school plant 


was given as follows: 


"The visiting committee especial- 


ly commends the Corslcana school 


system on the buildings in general. 
We notice that all are fairly new; 
none being over 20 years of age. 
We further notice very 
definite 


elements of beauty both on the in- 
side and on the outside. 


"The architect 
seems 
to have 


been very competent, and the build- 
ing is satisfactorily arranged. We 
especially wish to commend the 
school on the well kept building. 
We are well above average. 
We 


further notice that a high stand- 
ard of sanitation Is maintained. 


Offer Suggestions. 


"However, we would offer the 


following suggestions: 
"First, wo realize that the amount 


of bonds that have already been 
issued are perhaps too large for a 
system of this size. 
We cannot, 


however, fall to mention the fact 
that a gymnasium 
Is 
definitely 


needed for recreational 
purposes 


and physical education classes, the 
building as it now exists is not ade- 
quate for carrying to completion 
the philosophy of the 
Corsicana 


schools. We would further add to 
the plant music rooms, band rooms, 
vocational and industrial rooms. 
In regard to the site, we notice a 
definite lack of playground space. 
The ground should be added to If 
at all possible. 
Wo also suggest 
that some study 
and action 
be 


taken In regard to the street traf- 
fic. We would suggest a widening 
of several of the streets and per- 
haps the use of one-way traffic on 
some of them. 


"In conclusion, this committee 


would offer the following and give 
this definition first before we make 
the suggestion. 


"By school we mean the admin- 


istration, faculty, and the school 
board. The suggestion is this: We 
doubt that the school Is fully alive 
to the needs and facilities needed 
by some departments. While some 
portions of the building are excel- 
lent, there is a definite lack of the 
inclusion of some new additions. 
This would make for some strong

departments while others would be 
made weak."

The reported condition of cattle 
ranges continued to decline during 
March, and was reported at 79 per 
cent of normal April 1. Range fo- 
rage on cattle ranges usually re- 
sponds to more favorable growing 
conditions and record an improve- 
ment in condition of about 4 points 
during March. 


Sheep ranges declined 4 points 


during March and were reported 
at 73 per cent of normal on April 
1. On the average sheep range 
growth Improves about 4 points 
during March. 
Sheep ranges sup- 


plied very little forage during the 
past month, and heavy supplement- 
al feeding was 
necessary. 
The 


abundant feed supplies of last fall 
are nearing depletion in all parts 
of the state except in the plains. 


Greenbug damage 
to oats has 


been heavy with complete aman- 
donment of many fields reported. 
Cattle have been taken off most of 
the wheat 
fields 
in the 
plains, 


which are to be saved for grain, 
but some volunteer fields were still 
being grazed. Subsoil moisture was 
adequate over the entire state, and 
surface moisture was adequate In 
the high and low plains and east- 
ern and coastal counties. 


Prior to the almost general rain 


of April 5 to 8 surface moisture 
was practically depleted. With sur- 
face moisture supplies replenished 
since April 1, range growth should 
respond rapidly and show consider- 
able Improvement during April, ex- 
cept in the extreme southern coun- 
ties where moisture Is still needed. 
Cattle In Good Flesh. 


Cattle are going into the spring 


in strong condition and in most 
cases In good flesh, although scat- 
tering reports indicate some are 
thin. The calf crop Is very good. 
Feed and roughage supplies have 
been plentiful. 
But with the top 


soil dry during March and range 
growth backward 
feed 
supplies 


were well used up, except In the 
plains area. To date reported mar- 
ketings are about normal but with 
very little contracting of the calf 
crop. Both the buyers and ranch- 
ers are reluctant to put a price on 
tall delivery calves. February mar- 
ket movement of cattle and calves 
was 110,000 head compared with 
105,000 head a year earlier.

(Spl.)—Many Texas farm families 
have largo quantities of sweet, 
high quality lard on hand, and 
with a Htjle extra work and in- 
genuity they can save It for use 
during the fall and summer. 
Hot weather causes lard stored 


In big containers, such as five or 
10 gallon vats, to become rancid. 
Grace I. Neely, extension service 
specialist 
in

preservation, 


says tho solution is to pack ths 
lard tight In small containers so 
full they will be air tight when 
scaled. 
For example, lard may be stored 


Jn syrup buckets, and the friction 
lids may be completely sealed with 
parafin or sealing wax. No larger 
than gallon buckets are recom- 
mended, and No. 3 cans or quart 
jars are even better, the specialist 
says. Lard packed In jars should 
be kept In n dark place. 


Slncp lard containers 
do not 
have to be processed in pressure 
cookers, ;t is possible to reflange 
tin containers for this purpose. In 
Inct it is safer to put lard in user' 
tin than fruits, vegetables, meats 
nnd other products which must bo 
processed to keep well, Miss Neelv 
says.

VEGETABLE INSECT 
CONTROL DECLARED 


NOT BE DIFFICULT 


COLLEGE STATION, April 16.— 


(Spl.)—Follow a few simple rules 
and control of vegetable Insects 
1.1 not difficult, according to Cam- 
eron Slddall, A. and M. College 
Extension Service entomologist. 


A duster may be obtained for a 


dollar up, but one may be made 
at home with a tin can, a stick 
and a piece of cheese cloth. Ask 
the county extension agents how 
it's done. Next, have ready a sup- 
ply of insecticides for use at thn 
first sign of Insect injury. These 
are cryolite for control of bean 
beetles, cucumber beetles, cabbage 
worms and other insects 
which 


feed upon the fruit and foliage of 
the plants; rotcnone and sulphur 
to control tomato fruit worm, flea 
beetles, plant lice and leaf hoppers; 
and concentrated pyrethrum dust 
for squash bugs, stink bugs, and 
harlequin cabbage bugs. Watch the 
garden for the first sign of injury 
and dust both sides of the leaves. 


Apply poison bait late In the af- 


ternoon for control of cut worms, 
grasshoppers and adult wingless 
May beetle, or June bug. 
Poison 


bait also will control mole cricketn 
which frequent sandy soils. 


A bait made of cryolite, finely 


chopped carrots or turnips and 
wheat bran will control the adult 
vegetable weevil 
which 
attacks 


roots and follacti! of carrots, tur- 
nips, radishes and beets, together 
with cabbage, mustard and other 
leafy vegetables. 
This pest pre- 


vails In 30 or 40 counties adjacent 
to College Stat'on. 


To control thu bluish gray pill 


bugs, or sow bugs, which damago 
young tomato plants, sprinkle a 


mixture of two parta flour, two 
parts sugar and one part paris 
green throughout the beds. Flea 
beetles, also dangerous to these 
plants, may be controlled by dust- 
Ing plants with totenone and sul- 
phur each seven to 10 days. 
Cantaloupes, now coming up In 


Southern areas, may be protected^ 
from the striped cucumber beetle, 
which feeds beneath the first •mall 
leaves, by dusting with cubB or 
derrls powder of four per cent 
rotenone content, or with cryolIU 
at ten day intervals as long a* 
beetles are present.
